Be  Strong  in  God's  Work  •  2  Timothy  1:1-10, 14-15,22-26 


This  wedi’s  passage  includes  ten 
comnundments;  not  The  Ten  Com¬ 
mandments,  jnst  ten  commands.  Paul 
used  ten  strong  imperative  veihs  to  in¬ 
struct  Umotln  how  he  should  live  and 
serve  the  Loro.  We  also  can  learn  from 
these  commands  how  to  be  strong  in 
the  Lord.  All  ten  verbs  are  -econd  sin¬ 
gular,  which  means  they  wet^  written 
to  one  person,  llmothy.  All  ten  verbs 
are  im^ratiye,  or  commands.  In  Eng¬ 
lish  we  indicate  a  command  by  the 
verba  place  in  the  sentence.  For  ex- 
ample,^Read  this  article  now!"  In  New 
Testament  Greek,  the  form  of  the  verb 
revealed  it  was  a  command  and  gave  ‘ 
more  details. 

li  mothy  was  told  to  BE  STRENGTH - 
ENED  in  3  Timothy  2:1  (all  texts  New 
King  James).  This  verb  in  the  Greek  is 
passive  and  aorist.  The  passive  meant 
mat  Timothy  could  not  stren^en 
hiniself,  but  must  have  allowed  the 
Lord  to  strengthen  him.  The  aorist  in¬ 
dicated  action  completed.  When  mixed 
with  the  imperative,  it  means  that  this 
is  not  to  be  ongoing,  but  emphatically 
should  be  complete  when  the  need 
occurs.  So  Paul  was  telling  Timothy 
that  when  be  feh  weak  or  uncertain, 
he  must  receive  his  strength  from  the 
Lord  Jesus. 

In  verse  2,  Tlmothv  was  instructed 
to  COMMIT  to  faithful  men  what  he 
had  heard  from  tlm  Apostle  Paul,  lliis 
too  is  aorist  imperative,  which  means 
this  should  immediately  be  done.  This

He  mentioned  an  athlete 
and  a  fumer  as  further  examples.  The 
athlete  worked  hard  and  followed  the 
rules,  while  the  frumer  labored  before 
he  eidoyed  the  results.  All  three  exam¬ 
ples  oraonstrated  discipline,  and  re¬ 
quired  focus  on  the  outcome,  whether 
obeying  the  commander,  winning  the 
prize,  or  gaining  a  crop. 

Paul  urged  'Timothy  to  CONSIDER 
his  words  in  verse  7.  This  imperative 
verb  is  in  present  tense,  which  denotes 
the  command  to  constantly  be  consid¬ 
ering.  It  is  translated  els^here  per¬ 
ceive.  Paul  expounded  this  command 


8,  Paul 
told  limo- 
thy  to  RE¬ 
MEMBER, 
,  and  then 
he  preached  what  to  remember  in 
verses  8-13.  Umothy  was  to  remember 
the  core  o^ospel,  that  Jesua  rose  from 
the  dead.  Inis  verb  is  a  present  imper¬ 
ative,  which  meant  Timothy  was  in- 
stnK^  to  always  have  been  remem¬ 
bering  the  heart  of  the  evangelistic 
expenence  and  message.  This  verb  is 
also  translated  in  the  New  Testament 
keep  in  mind  and  keep  thinking  about 
this.

“Believers  are  tempted  to  compro¬ 
mise  spiritual^  and  morally  to  fit  in,* 
•ays  Cnarles  {ftanley  in  his  Ufo  Prin- 
tiples  Notes.  “If  we  aren’t  careful,  the 
J^d's  standards  become  our  own,* 
he  wanu.  God  firmly  instructed  the 
l*raelltes  concerning  this  danger:  “Do 
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not  follow  their  practices.  You  must 
obey  my  laws  aiia  be  careful  to  follow 
my  decrees’  (Lev.  18:18:3-4  NIV).  The 
standards  set  in  the  Old  Testament 
carry  over  into  the  New  Testament: 
“As  obedient  dildren,  do  not  conform 
to  the  evil  desires  you  had  when  you 
lived  in  ignorance.

Moody  Bible 
Institute’s  AWANA  cnildren’s  min¬ 
istries  is  named  from  this  verse:  Ap-_ 
proved  Workers  Are  Not  Ashamed. 

'The  next  two  commands  in  verse 

22,  FLEE  and  PURSUE,  described 
what  should  not  have  been  in  Timo¬ 
thy’s  life  and  what  should.  'These  are 
pr^nt  imperatives,  demanding  con¬ 
stant  fleeing  and  pursuing.  'These  are 
also  translated  escape,  and  seek  after 
respectivelv. 

'The  final  command^  AVOID  in  verse 

23,  told  'Timothy  not  to  have  focused 
his  attention  and  energy  in  foolish 
dimutes.  Also  translateu  decline  and 
rt/nst,  this  present  imperative  meant 
keep  decHning  that  which  would  have 
distracted  from  obeying  God’s  word. 

As  'Timothy  was  instructed  in  the 
verses,  God's  word  commands  us  to¬ 
day  in  them.  May  we  he  approved  as 
was  'Timothy.

Our  focal  pasMges  close  rat  as  God 
again  calls  for  His  chosen  ones  to  con¬ 
secrate  themselves  to  holiness  and  to 
follow  His  commands  (Lev.  30:7-8). 
We  can  escape  “the  corruption  that  is 
in  the  world*  as  we  cling  tightly  to  the 
“very  great  and  precious  promises*  of 
Gods  raW  and  eternal  word  (2  Peter 
1:4  HC8B). 

But  v^t  about  relating  to  those 
we  are  trying  to  reach?  In  seeking  to 
be  holy  (which,  along  with  being  r^- 
teous,  also  means  being  set  apart  for 
God’s  service),  do  we  alienate  the  lost? 
Actually,  the  reverse  happens,  accord¬ 
ing  to  tA  Stetzer,  President  of  LifeWay 
Research  (www.edstetzer.com):  “In 
the  desire  to  engage  culture,  several 
mainline  Protestant  denominations 
aligned  with  culture’s  values  and  in 
a  great  historic  twist  of  irony,  their 
churches  didn’t  stop  shrinking.  Tht./ 
shrunk  faster.* 

“Thoae  espousing  conservative  be¬ 
liefs  considered  antiquated  by  main¬ 
stream  culture,  are  often  the  ones  ex¬ 
periencing  growth,*  he  adds.  When  we 
discard  goifly  values  in  order  to  fit  in, 
Stetzer’s  research  shoived  it  “softens 
your  impact  on  a  society  that  needs 
you  for  what  you  believM  and  acted 
upon  in  the  first  place.*
